Six Women a Trial for Swindling 
Hundreds of. Victims. 
Special Cable te. Tum New York Timms. 
‘MILAN, April 19.—Stories of -witch~- 
craft which the most imaginative mod- 
ern novelist would hesitate to: print 
‘wére relaté@ at the Assize Court ‘at 


trial of several women. Now only six 
alleged witches are on trial, twenty- 
five’ companions having been. dis- 
charged asa result of a secret Magis- 
terial examination. Their plea was 
that they acted under the powerful 
‘spell of the other six. 

The. existence of an! |infinential 
witches’ league was revealed by the 
eviderice, some of the members  pro- 
fessing ‘the mystic power of. locating 
hidden treasure, working miracles, and 
calling up: the spirits of the dead. 
They victimized several hundred dupes 
to the extent of thousands of dollars, 
and eighty victims gave evidence. 

One of them, a former prison Gov- 
ernor, who was being threatened with 
dismissal because of the escape of a 
ferocious Sardinian brigand, spent all 
his private means upon the witches. 
The women undertook to have the 
brigand seized by demons in the 
mountain fastnesses, translated through 
the air, and set down securely in his 
cell, 

Emigrants returning from North and 
South America were despoiied of their 
savings and deluded by. cunningly de- 
vised apparitions of lost relatives. 

Some families have been induced to 
forfeit not only money and jewelry, 
but every bit of household furniture, 
for the benefit of the witches, 

One. prisoner, Rosa Artu, a-venera- 
ble-appearing matron of imposing ap- 
pearance, known as the Saint of Sas- 
sari, refused a lawyer’s aid, saying 
that Sts. Thomas and Augustine had 
been sent from heaven to defend her. 
In an eloquent speech she asserted 
that she possessed supernatural pow- 
ers which enabled her to heal scores 
of so-called incurables; even raving 
lunatics.

BERLIN, April 19,—Bitter dissen- 
sion has broken out among the mem- 
bers of the family of Richard Wagner. 
It concerns the alleged attempt of 
Frau’ Cosima: Wagner and’ her son 
Siegfried to deny. to the latter’s sister 


conductor of the Court Opera in Mu- 
nich, the right to use the words “ née 
Wagner" after her present name. 
Frau Beidler is addressed by her 
brother Siegfried as. “née von Bii- 
low "—a reference to. Frau..Cosima 
Wagner’s first and divorced husband, 
the famous pianist, Hans von Biilow. 

Frau Beidler’s counsel has instituted 
legal proceedings for formal recogni- 
tion of her right to describe herself as 
“née Wagner.” 

It appears that von. Billow.was di- 
yorced from Frau Wagner. only in 
1870, although the latter lived with 
Wagner as his wife so long that 
Isolde, (born in 1865,) as well as the 
latter’s sister Eva and her brother 
Siegfried, (born in 1869,) ‘have gener- 
ally been recognized as Wagner's le- 
gitimate children. 

Frau ‘Wagner 
daughter Isolde that the controversy 
can be adjudicated only by law. 

Isolde’s counsel says that proof will 
be offered that his client is not von 
Biillow’s daughter. He declares’ that 
unless it is proved that she is the 
daughter of Wagner, Siegfried Wag- 
ner’s parentage is also open to ques- 
tion. 

Oné of Richard. Wagner’s daughters 
is the wife of the well-known English 
author, Houston Stewart Chamber- 
lain, who lives in.

The latter only 
was Wagner’s own child."’

BIGGEST TURBINES 
ARB BUILDING HERE 


Three. Powerful Machines for 
Interborough Represent Last 
Work of Westinghouse. 


DESIGNED ON A NEW een 


They Will Supply Power for 135 
10-Car Trains—l nterborough Will 
Use More Water Than City Needs. 


At the power station of the Interbor- 

ough Rapid Transit Company, at East 
River and Seventy-fourth Street, three 
of the largest turbines in the world are 
being constructed in preparation for the 
completion of the new Subways. They 
are the first to be built of a new type, 
the cross-compound, and represent prac- 
tically ‘the last important etigineering 
work with which the late George West- 
inghouse had to do. They were built 
by the Westinghouse Company, and 
even in his last illness he kept in touch 
th their progress. 
When they are completed they will 
supply enough electric power to propel 
185. fully loaded ten-car trains, which 
will accommodate 135,000 persons. 

Each of these turbines will be attached 
to dynamos delivering 30,000 kilowatts, 
which is the equivalent of about 41,000 
horse power, and each machine will. in 
emergency deliver 36,000 kilowatts, or 
49,000 horse power for qa short period. 
To engineers, however, the type of the 
turbines rather than their size is. in- 
teresting. It divides the unit into ‘two 
distinct parts, one consisting of a tur- 
bine receiving steam at 200 pounds pres- 
sure, and with its direct coupled gener- 
ator running at 1,600 revolutions a min- 
ute, while the other is:a much larger 
machine, which, although its generator 
runs at only 750 revolutions a minute, or 


half the speed ‘of its mate, has the same’ 


capacity. 

The steam, . when. generated, first 
passes through the smaller machine and 
then is sent: on the larger unit. Here it 
is expanded in the condenser, attached 
to it, down to the lowest practical unit, 
and a vacuum of twenty-nine inches 
which results is used to help out the 
steam pressure by turning to account 


the force. generated: by the rush of air, 


to fill it, It is calculated that this suc- 
tional force will’ be the equivalent of 
14% pounds steam -pressure. 

Thé designers could have built ‘each 
of these turbines in one piece, but they 
would not thereby have obtained ideal 
conditions. In order to attain the maxi- 
mum efficiency out of a. turbine ‘it is 
necessary to keep the velocity of: the 
flow of steam very high. But there is 
a great difference in the volume of 
steam, or the space it will oceupy, at 
200 pounds pressure and in a vacuum. 
Consequently, if the designer wished to 
have thé velocity of the flow. of the 
steam under both conditions the same 
it Was necessary for him to make the 
dimensions of the high and low pressure 
halves of the unit correspond with: the 
volume of the steam under the different 
conditions.

Would Limit Benefits from Catskill 
Supply—Governor Signs Optional 
City Charter Bill. 








ALBANY, April 19.—Gov. Glynn. has 
vetoed ‘the Maier-Foley bill, which would 
provide for the supervision of water 
companies by the Conservation Com- 
mission. This is the bill*to which the 
City of New York objected on the 
ground that it would interfere with the 
use and development’ of: the city’s new 
water system. 

The Governor attached a memorandum 
to his veto, in part as follows: 

“This bill attempts to vest in the Con- 


corporations and to some extent to 
municipalities substantially the powers 
now exercised by the Public Service 
Commission over many other public 
utilities. The general. purpose of the 
bill seéms to be commendable. There is, 
however, a provision .as follows: 


No water: works corporation or munici- 
pality shal] hereafter supply with water 
or extend its distributing mains for the 
purpose of supplying with water territory 
already supplied by the existing water 
works system of a water works corpora- 
tion or en, until the commission 
shall have certified that public convenience 
ore SACHnAT require such supply of ex- 
ension 


** This provision, in my judgment, is 
altogether too drastic. It seems to be 
broad enough to prevent a municipality 
from supplying itself with water in a 
territory already supplied by an existing 
water works company, without the con- 
sent of the’State Board. It would pre- 
clude such a municipality from furnish- 
ing its public schools, its hospitals, its 
police stations, and other public build- 
ings and places, with necessary water, 
and, more important still, from protect- 
ing itself by its own plant from the 
spread of conflagrations in that portion 
of its territory where existing corpora- 
tions have pipe lines in service. This is 
an extension of the principle of protec- 
tion of public utility corporations as to 
these companies in excess of any en- 
joyed by other corporations where a 
municipality itself sees fit to furnish the 
public service. 

“It would seem to be an extreme 
measure indeed which would prohibit a 
municipality from discharging a well 
recognized governmental function with- 
out the consent of a State Board, for 
the reason that such function was be- 
ing performed to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent by a private corporation organized 
under laws rmitting competition and 
under franchises which were in no sense 
exclusive. 

‘“* This’ provision, though general in 
its nature, seems to be. peculiarly ap- 
plicable to the City of New York. The 
desire of many of the smaller munici- 
palities served by private water works 
companies to have such water works 
companies regulated and controlled is 
most commendable, and it is to be re- 
gretted that a.measure containing this 
beneficent -provision. could not pre- 
sented for approval unencumbered by 
other considerations. It has been an es-, 

blished law of this State for many” 
years that a water works company 
upon being . granted a, franchise to 
operate in the streets of a municipality, 
does: not thereby become entitled to any 
panier cht right; but i capapaies, 0 may 


be given to Gompeting panies, or the 
municipality itself may struct parallel 
lines. There is nothing, therefore,. in 
the suggestion that vested rights are im- 
eg unless this bill is signed.

ov. Glynn Signs Home Rule Bill 
Affecting Smaller Cities. 
ALBANY, April 19.—Gov. Glynn has 
signed the Murtaugh-Sullivan Optional 
City Chartér’ bill, which*gives all cities 








to adopt a simplifiéd form of charter. ' 
This measure formed part of the legis- | 
lative programme of the State Confer- 
ence of Mayors and the Municipal 
Government Association. Forty-two 
Mayors petitioned for its passage. Its 
enactment is the longest step ever taken 
in New, York in the direction of munici- 
pal home rule, It does not impose any 
sort of charter on any city, but. it does 
give every city the opportunity, within 
certain ‘limitations, to choose the sort 
of charter ‘that ‘the majority of its 
voters want. 

Under the law, seven optional forms 
of charter are offered-to the cities. Two 
of these. are variations of the so-called 
commission form -of charter, under 
which approximately four hundred cities 
in the United States are at present 
operating, and which the Legislature ‘of 
1914 provided for the city of Buffalo. 
The third option provides a charter of

It must be 
signed by qualified voters to the num- 
ber of at least 10 per cent. of the voies

election. 

Only one plan may be voted on at a 
time, and that plan, if rejected, sanhan 
be again voted on until a year shall 
have elapsed. Other plans may, how- 
ever, be submitted at any time. ‘If any 
one of the plans proposed is adopted, 7 
shall continue in force for a period of 
four years, during which peated no other 
plan may be considened. 

It is understood that a dozen or more 
cities are planning to adopt some one 
of these optional charters this Fall. In 
most cases effort will be concentrated 
on either one of the commission forms, 
or the city manager plan. Among the 
cities that are likely to be called on to 
decide whether they want one of these 
new charters are Elmira, Watertown, 
Lockport, Niagara Falis, . Yonkers, 
Syracuse, Schenectady, Ithaca, and 
Mount Vernon.

Supreme Court Holds That.Car- 
lesi, Released by Roosevelt, 
Was a “Second Offender.” 





AFFIRMS ROSALSKY’SRULING 





Forger Insisted That President’s 
Act Had Wiped Out His First 
Offense Entirely. 





The United States Supreme Court has 
just decided that Judge Rosailsky, .of 
the Court of General Sessions, had the 
legal right to consider Charles Carlesi, 
the famous forger, a second offender 
when he sentenced him to prison for 
twelve years and eleven months on Feb. 
22, 1912. Carlesi was arrested on Nov. 7, 
1911, after the police had searched for 
years for the man who had ‘cheated 
banks out of upward of $500,000 through 
forged checks. 

Carlesi kept a little cellar saloon at 
Thirteenth Street and Avenue A. He 
seemed to have very little trade, but 
still he appeared to prosper. Then some 
one started a rumor that his saloon was 
the headquarters of a band of black- 
handers. All the time that Carlesi was 
busy forging checks and passing them 
banks throughout the country were del- 
uging the police of many cities with 
complaints of the way‘they were being 
fleeced. 

The cupidity of Carlesi led to his de- 
tection. It had been his custom to get 
a good check and then by. skillful manip- 
ulating to duplicate it tn every feature 
except the amount. After these dupli- 
cates were used Carlesi would use the 
good check instead of destroying it. So 
a check drawn by Fiss, Doerr & Carroll 
in 1907 for $25 was used as a model, 
and was raised to $3,200. When this 
check came back to the firm it was re- 
membered that a check for $25, bearing 
the same serial number, had been given 
out some time before. This check was 
watched for, and when it came in it 
had Carlesi’s indorsement. So Carlesi 
was questioned. He merely shrugged 
his shoulders and said that he often 
cashed checks for his customers. Then 
the police took to watching him, and 
from that day until his arrest he was 
never free of surveillance. 

Im the meantime, many of the soubor 
checks that had been used to dupe 
some of the banks were compared with 
the $25 checks of Fiss, Doerr &- Carroll. 
— said that the forged checks 

never come off a printing press. The

who had been working on the case, rep- 
resented $217,000. These experts 

that th bogus checks bearing the name 
of Fiss, rr & Carroll was a photo- 
lithograph of the genuine check and

With all these clues to work upon it 
took the police four years to fasten the 
crime upon Carlesi. When he was ar- 
rested several of his confederates were 
arrested with hi while others of his 
associates escape Those who were 
caught promptly turned State’s eviderce 
and Carlesi was convicted. In sentenc- 
ing Carlesi Judge Rosalsky considered 
the facts in the indictment against him 
which set forth that he had been con- 
victed in the United States Distvict 
Court in 1892 of selling counterfeit sil- 
ver dollars. He was sentenced to Mon- 
roe County Jail for three years and a 
half and fined: one, dollar. In 184 
‘President Roosevelt granted him a full 
pardon. 

At once the lawyers for Carl pro- 
tested against the weight of the seaemncs 

osed by Judge Rosalsky, saying the 
full pardon had completely exonerated 
Caries of this former offense, and that 
it should not have tended to have added 
a day to his sentence. Then began a 
most-stubborn fight. Carlesi had plenty 
of money to fight with. The case was 
taken to the higher courts -where the 
sentence was sustained. Carlesi’s law- 
ers' based their contention on an opin- 
ion of Justice Field of the. United States 
Supreme Court, which said: 

A pardon reaches both the punishment 
peenerinad for the offense and the guilt of 
the offender, and when the pardon is full 
it releases the punishment and blots out 
of existence the guilt, so that in the eye 
of the law the offender is as innocent as 





if he had never committed the offense.

THE PLIGHT OF THE RAILWAYS. 

Senator Cummins said in the Senate 
that the railways are suffering “as 
all other industries suffer,” and that 
“there ts in progress the most com- 
“prehensive, energetic, and persist- 
“ent campaign I have ever witnessed 
“« © ® ® to make the people be- 
“lieve that the Government in its ef- 
“fort to protect the people has im- 
“ poverished the transportation com- 
“panies; that it has driven them to 
“the very verge of bankruptcy and 
“ruin; that it has outlawed them 
“from ‘the confidence of capital and 
“ exiled them from the field of the in- 
““ vestor.” 

We do not propose to match opinions 
with the Senator, for he has a right 
to his own. But a plain tale of pre- 
cise facts from the most authentic 
sources shows how preposterous is 
his statement that the railways are 
earning 7 per cent. upon the total 
capital of all of them. The truth is 
that since the application <for the in- 
Creasé of rates has ‘been péndingin 
its present form the railways have 
lost $52,000,000 of net earnings, or 
more than the: advance which they 
ask. Moreover, this loss is at an in- 
; kabinaline: rate. According to the offi- 
cial returns certified to and by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission the 
net operating revenues for February 
were $38,642,816, against $57,941,865 
last year. The Financial Chronicle 
gives comparisons for the years since 
1896. For this year the\loss in gross 
is $23,828,138, the next greatest loss 
for the eighteen years. being $17,713,- 
009 for 1908, following the panic year. 
™ net the loss in. 1908 was only 
$8,764,602, against $19,895,047 in 
1914. There were plenty of precedents 
in the old-time happier days for in- 
creases larger than these decreases, 
but this generation has not witnessed 
euch hard times for the railways as 
now. Doubtless the severity. of the 
Winter is a contributing cause, but 
the explanation of the facts does not 
alter them. - 

The Iowa Senator compares the 
hard lot of the railways with that of 
‘}other industries, although it is neces- 
sary to credit him with knowledge 
et the differences. In what other in- 
dustry are the selling prices and the 
costs of the product regulated. by 
hostile commissions? In what other 
industry have taxes doubled? What 
other industry has been bidden to 
rajse wages, and to. employ unneces- 
sary hands, while the rates have been 
held down? The Senator doubtless 
has heard of the high cost-of living, 
Can he doubt that it is higher for the 
railways than for any other ¢on- 
sumers, since all their costs have 
risen while their incomes have been 
reduced? Not only has the absolute 








SEGREGATING CRANKS. 

We-suppose if Manonpy, Gat- 
LAGHER, SCHRANK, or CzoLGosz had 
been singled out by experts, diagnosed 
as weak-minded men, and locked up 
as Dr. KATHARINE B. Davis advo- 
cates in all such cases, forty lawyers 
would have sprung to the rescue of 
each one of them, and raised the 
ery of infringement of constitutional 
rights. Yet after they had committed 
their crimes of violence everybody 
saw that they were mentally unbal- 
anced, and that society would have 
done well to segregate them and their 
kind before they became harmful. 

That is the principle on which Gov. 
Guynn has just signed’ the _ bill 
amending the State charities law in 
relation to thé commitment ofthe 
feeble-minded, and another bill pro- 
viding for a-.commission to investi- 
gate the care, custody, treatment, and 
training of the mentally deficient, 
preparatory to submitting a full re- 
port for action to the next Legis- 
lature, THAW was a defective child 
before he became an jnsane man fired 
with murderous passions. The alien- 
ists complain that the condition of 
such persons, often inherited, often 
acquired, while it may usually be de- 
tected in their early years, is ignored 
by the State, and that thousands of 
them, any one of whom may at any 
time commit crime, are allowed to 
run loose. Yet they are almost in- 
evitably thrown upon society for sup- 
port. They go into jails, reforma- 
tories, and almshouses, from’ which 
they are periodically, released for 
fresh misdeeds, instead of being placed 
in custodial] institutions where they 
may be safeguarded, and, not infre- 
quently, cured of their defects. 

The law now made effective au- 
thorizes any Judge of a court of rec- 
ord to determine the mental condition 
of. any person alleged to be feeble- 
minded on the application of parent, 
guardian, friend, or relative, or of 
any. probation or parole officer or 
Superintendent or Principal of schools. 
After hearing the evidence, the court 
may in its discretion commit the per- 
son to a public institution, therein to 
be detained until discharged by the 
Board of Managers. Hivery applica- 
tion for commitment must be accom- 
panied by the certificate of two phy- 
sicians, stating that in their opinion 
the person named is mentally defi- 
client. It seems fully to protect the 
rights of the individual, and of so- 
ciety, to which he may become a 
menace.

That would be charity, old-fashioned 
indeed, and worthy only of those in 
whose minds still lingers the delusion 
that anything except the giving of alms 
to beggars is malversation of funds con- 
tributed by the benevolent. ‘They are 
the people who periodically raise a howl 
about the ‘cost of administration "’ in 
the ‘kind of charity called ‘* organized,”’ 
since they are themselves afflicted with

incapable of seeing that money used to 
create and perpetuate beggary is worse 
than wasted. , 

Prominent among the objects—and 
achievements—of those who keep this 
“Lighthouse "’ is the prevention of 
blindness, and, thanks to them, many a 
baby is saved from the neglect that 
would have been a doom to lifelong 
darkness. Another leading. purpose of 
theirs, often accomplished, is the resto- 
ration, complete or partial, of sight to 
the sightless by utilizing the highest re- 
sources of ophthalmic surgery, and 
when nothing can be done in that way 
they bend intelligent energies to the task 
of helping the blind toward self-help- 
fulness through wage-earning work. Of 
this the blind can do wonderfully many 
kinds, when properly trained, and al- 
ways it means for them an amount and 
kind. of happiness that support in idle- 
ness, no matter how kind, can never 
‘give. 

The Association for the Blind already 
has a rather extensive “plant; but it 
also has a rather extensive debt—about 
$70,000. To pay this and to extend its 
work it is trying to raise $225,000, When 
that has been done, a single giver will 
add $25,000 more, and the River Light- 
house activities will be placed on a safe 
and permanent basis. 

Here is an institution whose appeal 
should be particularly strong to philan- 
thropists who would direct their gener- 
osity exclusively to those whom they 
call ‘‘the worthy poor,’’ meaning those 
who have not invited their own: {lls by 
sin or folly. Only in rare instances, if 
ever, can this charge be made against 
the blind.

‘Teachers. Urge Need of More In- 


struction in High Schools. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

In 1800 those who spoke French as their 
native.tongue numbered 81,000,000, those who 
Were native Germans summed up 30,000,000, 
while those who spoke English naturally ag- 
gregated ‘ 20,000,000," In‘ 1900 the French- 
speaking had increased to 50,000,000, .the 
German-speaking to 70,000,000, and the 
English-speaking to 125,000,000. The wonder- 
ful spread of English through ~the United 
States, Canada, and Australla has in the past 
century resulted in\a larger number of native 
English-speaking people than of German and 
French combined, while a hundred years ago 
either France or Germany outriumbered 
English speakers by 50 per cent. Measured 
by this form of advance, rman has shown 
twice the vitality of mch and English; 
four times that of German and eight times 
that of the French language. 

Will any one claim that any other spoken 
language can show a greater vitality than 
English’ thus has shown? 

William Wetmore Story, the artist, sculptor, 
and poet, has revealed in his lines on ‘“‘ The 
English Language *’ many of the wonderful 
characteristics of our mother tongue which 
explain its wonderful progress around the 
world. In that remarkable poem, both me- 
lodious dnd melliferous, the various streams 
ef English are traced and combined and 
illustrated with delightful imagery of castle, 
river, and mountain, which enrapture the 
reader who appreciates versatility. 

Dr, Michael E. Sadler of England, whom 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler called ‘‘ the 
W.. T. Harris of Great Britain,” stated to 
me some years ago that English is not only 
the commercial language of the world, but 
is fast becoming the diplomatic language of 
the world. In Budapest, or in Cairo, as in 
many other places, French and German 
tutors find more demand for English, and 
those who speak and write English well 
have ‘a passport to nearly every spot on 
earth. 

New York City is the melting pot of lan- 
guages, The public schools have a sacred 
duty to the mother tongue. The Calvin 
Davis report in the school inquiry shows 
that seven of ten great cities give more 
time in the course of study to English than 
do the New York high.schools, The Com- 
mittee of Nineteen appointed to consider this 
report indorsed its recommendation of five 
periods a week for English in,the first three 
years of the courses of study. The Board 
of Superintendents has already voted to rec- 
ommend an addition of two periods in the 
second year and one in the third to the 
three periods now used throughout ‘these 
central years, and 800 English high school 
teachers anxiously await the action of the 
powerful committees of the Board of Edu- 
cation, which can liberate their teaching from 
conditions exasperatingly hampering success. 

It is well-nigh incredible to the ordinary 
thinker that in these important years any 
other modern or ancient language—French, 
German, Latin, Greek—has daily recitations, 
while English teachers are separated from 
their pupils from Friday to Wednesday, or 
from Wednesday to Monday, in many cases, 
and diffuse their possible radiance of in- 
struction or inspiration over an average of 
181 pupils a week, The vital contact of daily 
recitation will afford the pupils a chance 
to express themselves by tongue or pen in 
unhurried and unworried ways, which spell 
success, CHARLES 8.

The bill known as the Boylan bill was 
conceived and drafted by Charles B, Towns 
of 119 West Wighty-first Street, New York 
City. The idea was his, the legitimate, but, 
I_ may eay, the surprisingly unselfish out- 
come of long experience with victims of 
drug habits, Towns has been the originator 
and the intelligent and indefatigable leader 
of the anti-drug crusade from its inception 
in this State, and it was my good fortune, 
during the recent session of the Legislature, 
to be his mouthpiece.

** private’? reports are, and we can 
only assure him that we get good re- 
ports, both private and public. Again, 
we contend that it is not possible to. 
take seriously an argument that men 
alone and not women can be made to 
see the evils of special legislation. As 
well say that this whole country had 
now better come under a military form 
of government without the suffrage be- 
cause of the innumerable sins of special 
legislation already committed by men. 

The suffragists and the “ antis” are 
like two groups of engineers engaged in 
rock boring or tunneling a mine from 
opposite sides supposably -working 
the same vein and headed for a com- 
mon point. -As the, time draws near 
when we suffragists should meet and 
confront our opponents the noise of drill 
and shovel grows louder, human voices 
become almost audible, and we hope 
soon to understand the argument of the 
antis, But, alas! the voices never grow 
loud enough, and gradually it becomes 
plain that we have not been working the 
same vein and have not been aiming 
at a common point, but our courses have 
diverged.

We ventured to suppose that 
a country where all the adults formed 
and registered their opinions was more 
self-reliant than a country where only 
one-half the adults were so privileged.”

To the Editor of The New York Times:- 
Tus Tmes justly says that there are 
difficulties in the way of establishing 
rural factories, but that these difficul- 
ties are not insurmountable. Nothing is 


‘to be expected of the farmers, however, 


in the way either of initiative or of op- 
position. The farmers are both con~- 
servative and individualistic to the last 
degree. They’ will not start factories 
anywhere, but wherever one is built the 
young men, small freeholders as well as 
tenants and hired laborers, will eagerly 
seek employment during the season ‘of 
cold. The rich farmers will hire all the 
help they need and can get, raise as big 
crops as they are able—acting always 
strictly as individuals—and not trouble 
their minds about economic theories. 
“It is true that some industriés can be 
operated only on a large scale, but most 
of the necessaries of everyday life can 
be and are, to a great degree, produced 
in establishments employing a score or 
less of operatives, And these operatives, 
in New York City and elsewhere, are 10 
a@ very great extent peasants just gath- 
ered from the fields of Europe. 

Let us look at the working of this 
separation of our food-producing and 
manufacturing populations. An illus- 
trator employed by one of the great 
New York publishing houses has told 
the writer how, in-his own horribly pov- 
erty-oppressed childhood, his mother, a 
poor Jewish widow; made what. are 
called “ hickory " shirts, which farmers 
wear in the fields. For this work she 
was paid 35 cents a dozen, furnishing 
her own thread. The farmer paid 50 
cents for the shirt. The poor woman 
paid 9 cents a quart for milk which the 
farmer sold for_2% cents. To get one 
quart of milk the woman must make 
three shirts. To get one shirt the farmer 
must sell twenty quarts of milk, 

Waiving as irrelevant the question of 
who gets the other two shirts and the 
other nineteen quarts of milk, it is evi- 
dent that the exchange is not entirely 
scientific and economical. That we 
should manage things so badly is a re- 
proach to our civilization. How much 
is waste, how much is greed, is not the 
‘question. It is the remedy about which 
we are concerned. We cannot install 
the cow in the Rivington Street tene- 
ment, but we need not say that Fate 
has written the immutable law that the 
great industry of making shirts for 
farmers’ wear can be carried on only in 
the city, The sewing machine wil] run 
as merrily north of the Bronx as south, 
and $5 a month will give the workers 
cottage and garden, light, pure air, and 
the joy of life. The workers stay in the 
city because the factories are there, The 
factories are there because there the 
workers are found, The workers cannot 
leave their employment. So they remain 
in the city, more of their kind gather, 
congestion increases; the cost of living 
rises, the problem of existence becomes 
more acute. 


But this is to-day, not to-morrow,

How Much Bookkeeping, Credit, 
and Delivery Figure. in 
the Calculations. 


Various Details..That Have to be 
Considered in Arriving at 
‘Correct Results. 


Considerable attention has been 
aroused by the publication of the 
articles in Tue Timps relating to the 
cost of selling goods. ‘The so-called 
“‘ overhead” expenses, it was shown, 
averaged 23.84. per cent. of the sales. 
Letters have been received by this paper 
asking for more details on specific feat- 
ures. The points are embodied in re- 
quests for particulars on the average 
percentage for ruhning the three de- 
partments of bookkeeping, credit, and 
delivery. , 

Messrs. Ernst & Ernst, accountants 
for the National Retail Dry Goods As- 
sociation, who were asked about these 
particulars, said that the average per- 
centage to salés for these expenses out- 
side of the very large department stores 
in the leading cities are: Bookkeeping, 
and auditing, % to 1144 per cent.; credit, 
% to 1 per cent., and delivery, 1 to 2 per 
cent. Under bookkeeping: the account- 
ants say the expenses which should be 
considered are the salaries of the book- 
keepers and assistants, cost of supplies, 
printed matter and postage in connec- 
tion with the invotcing and statements, 
salaries .of bill clerks, maintenance of 
billing machines and other office ap- 
pliances, a proportion of ‘the rent, heat, 
light, and all other’ upkeep expenses of 
the establishment based upon space oc- 
cupied, together with a~ proportion of 
such general items as: telephone and 
other interior’ communication service, 
Salaries of cashiers, &c. 

With the expenses classified as part of 
the credit department in many of the 
smaller retail stores no separate distri- 
bution is made of the credit department 
overhead for the reason that the book- 
keepers themselves furnish considerable 
of the credit information. and keep a 
close oversight on the past due or slow 
accounts. At the same time in every 
large department store where :the credit 
department is an important factor and 
expensive in its operation a separate 
distribution is made of salaries, floor 
space, stenographic service, supplies, 
postage, and similar items just.as any 
nonet department would be charged.

“In some of the larger retail estab- 
lishments very. close attention is given 
to elaborate credit filey.

‘“\A great many of the large retail 
stores pride themselves upon’ their small 
percentage of losses through bad. ac- 
counts, which losses are computed upon 
the annual volume of business. Many 
stores have adopted a policy of basing 
their annual percentage of loss from 
bad accounts over their experience of 
a period of years, and the credit de- 
partment is given this percentage of 
experience of past losses, which they 
always endeavor to improve, Tn some 
stores,—where a fixed percentage of 
loss based upon an experience of years 
is maintained, the credit department 
is charged directly with any increase 
in losses during a specific year, and in 
computing the overhead charges to the 
Various) merchandise departments a 
proportion of loss for bad accounts is 
considered as a part of the ‘cost of do- 
ing business for each specific depart- 
ment, based upon the sales.” 

The matter of reducing the percentage 
of loss from bad accounts to a low point 
is receiving the active attention: of the 
officials of all of the -leading retail 
stores at the present time. --Many new 
methods are being tried out.. In the 
larger cities it seems to be ‘the con- 
sensus of opinion that the stores could 
be relieved of a considerable — portion 
of the expense of maintaining elaborate 
credit files through -a Central credit de- 
partment, to which a large number of 
stores could contribute in maintaining 
the expense of operation. In other 
cases, particular stores prefer not to 
exchange credit information, and there- 
fore the expense of'credit departments 
has come to be a considerable factor. 

It is recommended at a monthly 
Percentage of reserve be set aside on 
the books as a cost of doing business, 
this reserve to oe based upon an average 
per cént..of losses and the bad accounts 
when determined, should be charged 
against such reserve. This prevents the 
accumulation of a large volume of bad 
accounts, and permits the store to have 
@ more accurate statement of its finan- 
cial affairs. It is suggested that when 
doubtful accounts are charged off.they 
should still be actively followed up in 
ithe matter of collections, and that for 
the anaes of business these. are 
usually < charged to separate ledgers 
called ‘‘ suapenne ledgers.

PRAISES SCHIFF AND STRAUS 


Dr. Schulman Pays a Tribute to 
Their Work in Palestine. 


The Rev. Dr. Samuel Schulman of the 
Temple Beth-H}], Fifth Avenue and 
Seventy-sixth Street, spoke yesterday 
morning on’‘‘ Reform Judaism, Zionism 
and the New Palestine.” 

He said: 

“ Out.of the grave of the Ghetto in 
the nineteenth century the Jew rose and 
walked: into the broad sunlight: of poli- 
tical.emancipation. . Out of centuries of 
oppression, exclusion, . the: Jew; among 
the Western peoples -walked:<into™ free- 
dom and deliverance.:. What matters. it 
that many a fiaw was found in the 
parchment which was to guarantee the 
title to -political equality, to complete 
citizenship; to a co-operation between 
the Jew and the non-Jew of.the Western 
World? 

“Israel. claims to: be @ religious com- 
munity and not a nation in any usual, 
ordinary, ‘conventional; accepted sense 
of the word, That is-the essence of 
the philosophy of reform Judaism and 
from :thig':central <idea, there followed 
many consequences. .There followed-a 
reconstruction of the liturgy, a change 
of the prayer book, a reconstruction of 
theological thought, a new laying. of 


emphasis upon the ethical idéalism of 
the Jewish‘ people. 

“We cannot be. called Zionists, be- 

cause Zionism is an altogether new 
ey hedge of Jewish life. «° Zionism is 
‘direct contradiction of the central 
thought of reform: Judaism: , Zionism 
aims to establish a publicly and legally 
assured home for the Jewish ae cg in 
‘Palestine. That is a tremendously big 
contract, to pledge the Jewish people to 
the. establishment of a home for itself 
in Palestine, which implies: that it has 
no home anywhere else, and that If 
will allow no man to tell me. 
‘There is-4 New Palestine, and it is 
a fact, and facts are greater than 
theories, And itis a t pleasure te 
me to know that men. like Jacob Schiff 
and Nathan Straus, who.is a_ member of 
this congregation, are doing good work 
in Palestine, giving to young men in 
the Orient various posts of activity, and 
Nathan Straus. doing his puDentimees. 
work in Palestine as he has been-doing 
it here in: this. country.” 


GUNMEN’S DEATH ‘MURDER.’ 


Rabbi Wise Denounces Capital Pun- 
ishment as Barbarous. 


Calling the execution of the four gum- 
men at Sing Sing a ‘“ barbarous illus- 
tration of*the-working out of a. system 
that is:wholly:‘wrong,” Dr. Stephen: S. 
Wise denounced: capital punishment in a 
sermon at the Free Synagogue ‘in: Car- 
negie .Hall. yesterday morning. -He sald 
the fact: that three of the young men 
killed. were Jews had nothing to do with 
his attitude. 

“Two years ago. in. a. series of ser- 
mons on the Decalogue I described capi- 
tal punishment as.a morally indefensible 
form of murder, legal.and scientific, if 
you will,but nevertheless. murder,;”’ he 
‘\As. long-as ‘hations. sustain 
themselves. by -wdr: and-human .life..is 
held in such.cheap estimation it will be 
impossible to get the people: to.see the 
difference between .the. two kinds of 
murders, Lynching is the lowest form 
of anarchy in existence, but I know of 


no-case of a man being done to death for 
his participation in a lynching affair.’’

jf o Should I within the hour attempt to 
take my life and fail I ‘would he pun-| 
ished by the State for making-that at-
